After Three Days' Delay at the Cape, 
the " illowera " Completes a 
Tedious Passaire. ' 



The Serions Situation of New South 
Wales -Political Gosslp-The 
"Wairarapa" HorroV.^ 



After thne da;*' delay In the Strelilfl the 
R M.S. Miowers, Captain Stott, wbloh left 

Sydney on December 18 at 4:30 p.m., com- 
plotod her slowest trip on the now route 
by arriving here yesterday afternoon, 
Purser Young kindly foraishea the follow- 
ing memoranda of the trip, vhioh waa re- 
markable only for its lengthand theaevority 
of tho weather encountered : 

" Tho MIowora loft Sydney on 18th Do- 
oembur at 4:,'!0 p.m., clearing tho Heads at 
5:'20 p.m. Arrived Fiji (Suva) at G-MO p.m. 
on December 24, having exporionaed 8!;ronf! 
head v/luda with high head seas and wot 
weather on tho paisage. We left Suva 
again at 11 p.m. the same nigho, and reach- 
ed Honolulu on the 2ad instant at 7 a.m., 
meeting on the run a oontinuanoo of the 
strong . head winds and sea, with wot 
weather. Leaving the Hawaiian capital at 
2:30 p.m. the eatne day we carried south to 
south. oaab winds, with damp, misty and 
rainy weather and a routih oonlaied sea all 
the way up to Cape Flattery, where the ves- 
sel was- detained by a lonth-eosb gale and 
chick weather from 9 p.m. on Wednesday 
the 9lh instant until 9 a.ni. of Saturday. 
AtS'p.m. on the 9th instant two wooden 
barks were sighted, reaching to the south- 
west under low canvas, ono of them in bal- 
last. 

" Tho following were the passengers on 
this trip to Victoria : Mr. and Mrs, Joivott, 
Mrs. Darby, Miss Thorpe, Mr. and Mrs. 
Barnos, MiBsBartram, Mr. and Mrs. Gomez 
and family, Messrs. W. H. drove, H H. 
Newman, W. Ball, A. Patorooo, C. A. Hil- 
dobrandt, T. MoEoteo, ,T. Sonnloy, A. Hart, 
J. Sharp, J. Gavin, R. H. Dyas and G. Co- 
hen. The cargo is oomposod of about 2 300 
bales of wool, 300 oaeka of butter, 232 oases 
of preserved mnato, 20 oases of treacle, 1,583 
ingots of tin, 27 bales of skins, 4 bags of 
fresh rabbitii, ISO carcases of mutton, 74 
oisea of fruit, I barrel of molasses, and two 
swans — a present from the New South Wales 
ZDoloeioil gardons to the ooilection of Bea- 
con Hill park, Victoria." 

TIttt SPiniT OF UNIIKST 

was overywhero felt in Now South Wales 
whon tho MIowera left that porc, and tho 
situation only a few days previous was thus 
referred to by the MiiU — the weekly edition 
of the Sydney Morning Herald : 

" The colony la pasaing through orltloEtl 
times, and there are Indications that the 
prospects hjfore It aro doubtful. No good 
end could be served by prematurely raising 
a ory of alarm ; but, on the other hand, the 
oiroumstanoes tell us that It la better to be 
watchful than sanguine. The hope that the 
pre railing depreaaion would speedily pass 
away baa bad little to support it for months 
past ; but aa the end of tho year approaches 
it may rather be aaid that the olondt are 
thickening. Aud it Is not at all olear that 
the action contemplated by the government 
in view of aotual and proapeotive troable 
will not be of a kind to aggravate the dtffi 
culties of the future. Ibu number of the 
unemployed in Sydney is steadily tnoreas- 
ing. A few months ago there was room for 
oongratttlatlon upon the large rednotlon that 
hod been made. Raports from the lobor 
bureau showed that the new registrations 
of the names of men in want of work were 
fewer than the departarea either to fulfil 
actual engagements or to fossick on the 
goldSelds, but, whether it be that men are 
returning from shearing sheep or that emi- 
gration from the labor paradise of Now 
Zealand has ezooedod the riilux to that hap- 
py land, tho faot of tho increase in the num- 
bers of the unemployed here Is now beyond 
ohalienge. Besides that, the Inorease has 
been followed by 

A SEKEWAIi or AOtTATION 

in the form of meetings at the Statue, 
marohoB down Macquarle street to the 

houses of parliamonc, and disputations to 
ministers ; and tho agitation has already bo- 
gun to aasumo an iinporutive tone. Tho 
revenue for November showed a deoreaBo In 
the customs rocoipts aa compared with thooe 
of November last year, and this is ono of 
the indications of stagnation in trade and 
deprcBPion in tho community. In his in- 
terim liudgot tlie other doy the Treasurer, 
whilst giving oslimatia of rovonuo 
and eipondlturo for tho first fii 
months of 189,5, calmly looked forward to a 
heavy oroean of cipendituro over revenue. 
Whether tho houao will cut down tho esti- 
mates nf expenditure or not, no onooan fore- 
tell. Wo iiDom to have beforo ua tho pasaing 
of eatimatoa which will cauBo an addition to 
tho aueutnulatcd deficit al^ the end of June, 
and, with this in view, parliament is to 
undertake tho recasting of our fiaoal system. 
How fur that undortakinK will succeed is u 
matter of epcculation. The ono thln(( that 
appears tn be certain la that these are not 
tho condltiouB which aro likely to promote a 
roatoration of confidonnc, a revival o{ enter- 
prise, and an increaeo of employment for 
labor. But what doea tho government pro- 
peso to do under the ciroumatanoes ? Ite 
intention is to float a new loan, probably in 
the local market, and to push on the erec- 
tion of post ofBoas, lookupi, and similar 
Btruotures in different parts of the country 
for the purpose of providing employment. 
There la no reason to donht that the lavish 
expenditure on public buildings and public 
works by the government In the rosy times 
nf tho past waa one of the oouses of the pre- 
sent depreaaion, and to fall bsck upon the 
same lino of action oven partially is to dis- 
regard 

TIIK TEACJIINGS OF K.XPERIENCK, 

One reason why the extravagant expendi- 
ture. on publio worka in the paet has helped 
to bring abonb the present depreaaion la that 
it oanaed an unhealthy distnrbanoe ,in the 
labor market. Artificial oondltions were 
eetablishod. The qovornment, wielding the 
power to borrow money, or to raise it by 
taxation, entered Into oompotitlon with pri- 
vate enterprise, and as a nattiral rooult pri- 
vate enterprise has auCfered and shrunk. 
Can anyone expect that it will recover and 
expand by reverting to tho old ayatem of 
borrowing and expenditure '( If any amount 
of money can ho liad In Sydney now by tho 
government, and tho Treasviror is being 
postered by having it thrust upon him, 
what does tbi,p faot tell uia t It is one of 
the atroogect pieoei of evidenoe that oonld 



be produced to ahow that private enterprise 
Is in a sickly condition, that It eopplies no 
hopeful outlat for the employment ofeipi* 
tal, and that even such low interest a* the 
government will pay is acceptable, becanae 
other wIm the mondy would 1^" 'd'"- Tbua 
it will be Mi^thafr' th'e gotirpinent is enter- 
ing into ooinpeliitlon'wUh private enterprUe 
in the market for oapltal ki well as In that 
for labor, 

" The finding of the court of Inquiry into 
the 

LOSS OF TIIK ' WAIRAliAPA,' " 

comments the same paper, " will intensify 
the sense of indignation that has been 
generally fglb regarding the Incidents of 
that doplorablo disaster. The dooislon 
could hardly be couched In terms more 
severe; and aa a calm, impartial deliverance, 
after an exhauatlvo survey of tho whole cir- 
oumstances, It affords sorry consolation to 
the bereaved rolatlvoa of those whc should 
not have been lost. Negligence, reokless- 
noBS, Indllferonoe, cruelty, aro written 
largely over this report, and thhugh honor- 
able mention la mado of a few, and aomo, 
moro particularly the stev.'ardoBEeB, ox- 
exhiblted true heroism, tho atory of tho 
wreck of the Wairarapa proncnta human 
nature. In the persons of those entruatcd 
with the lives of tho paBsengors, 
In tho meanest of aspects. It Is small 
satlsfaotlon to know that, If the 
captain of tho steamer had not been 
lost, he would havo lost hla oortiGoato. 
Whatever may have boon the negloot of 
observations or error of oalculation, his 
driving the steamer at full speed in a thick 
fog and In the darknoas of midnight along a 
rookbound coaab, and through waters inter- 
spersod with islands, while apparently con- 
soioue of not knowiing where be was, is to be 
regarded as tho ultimate oiuae of the disas- 
ter. It may be attribOted to hie mind being 
from some cauao off Ita bolanee, bab. that 
does not dry tho tean nor heal the broken 
hearts that his deed baa oanaed. ' The ao- 
called boat drill Is a mere faroe ' la a aolamo 
verdiot on the practice that la often referred 
to in assurance of the proteptlon given to 
voyagore, and it shows that snob an asaur- 
ance only leads them to live in a fool's para- 
dise ; and tho diagraoiful conduct 
of tho oflioors in not promptly and 
properly using the boats on the 
ocounonoe of disaster Is apparently 
to bo attributed as much to their Ignorance 
as their inhumanity. It is a bad bualnosa 
altogether, and the most disgraceful In Its 
Incidents, perhaps, of all that haa ever been 
read of in connection with Australian eeu- 
manahlp. Valuable lives were lost merely 
beoauBO no efTort waa made to save them. 
Women and children wore left to tho fury 
of tho waves while officers and crow looked 
out for themselves, and Indifforenco was 
shown, even after the wreck was reported, 
In not havlDg prompt soaroh made for sur- 
vivors. In the light of this calm deliver- 
anoe of tho niaglsterial oonrt of inquiry, the 
story of the wreck of the Wairarapa Is, from 
first to last, one of the most painful on 
record, and the heartfelt sympathy of tho 
community should be given to the bereaved 
rolativee who have to read anew the story 
of how their dear ones were oast away." 

THE MOMBA OtITRAOB 

la another aubjeot commanding just now the 
serious attention of tho peoplo ot New South 
Wales. Of thia the following Is printed: 
" In September last, during the atrugglo by 
the Union shearers to prevent shearing un- 
der the Pastoraliats' agreement, the station 
of tho Momba Pastoral Company, In the 
WoBtern district, was tho aoone of a gross 
outrage. A camp was formed, and a body 
of men made an attempt to force the free 
shearers on the station to cease work. In 
thia they were baiUad by tho police who 
wore on the spot. After this, however, 
fences wero pulled up, fonolng-wire was out, 
sheep yards wero burnt, and efforts were 
m&do to destroy the ongine-houae by fire- 
Some of tho men wero arrested, and four of 
them wore convicted the other day at the 
Central Criminal court of tho offence last 
named. Eich was eeutonoed to aovon yeara' 
penal servitude. Those oonviotiona and 
Bontencaa ought to have a useful ciTeot, and 
80 aUo should the remarks of the Chief Jus- 
tice In paBslog sentenoe. Somt of these can- 
not be too widely made known. Ueferring 
to the attempt to deprive the free laborers of 
their liberty. His Honor said : 

'* Bach of these men had the unquestion- 
able right to resist yon to the death. Had 
death eosuod at your hands, yon and eaob 
of your party would have been guilty of 
murder. If, on the other hand, the labor- 
ere, in order to resist being deprived of this 
liberty, had fired on yon, not being able to 
preserve this liberty by other means, and 
killed you, or any number of you, this aot 
would have been juatlfiable. Thia is what 
you lay youraelf open to, and it ia right 
that free men should know that they havo 
tho riglit to proaorvo their freedom by force; 
and wee bo tn hiin whoillegully dares to in- 
terfere with tho liberty nf another. 

" We hoar difToront dootrincs preochi.-d 
by certain niombera of the legislative as'icni- 
bly ; but it would bo well that all parties iu- 
toreatbd ahnuld romombor that membera ot 
tho aeaembij' do not hold a position that 
authorlaos them to declare tho law. They 
may sympathlte with tho people who oom- 
mit theno outrages. They may hold that 
nothing ehould bo done to prevent their per- 
petration. They may pasa resolutions ex- 
pressing their view of tho matter; but Iho 
law will remain as boforo, and so will 
tho liabilities of tho mlsguidod men who 
break it." 

Tho dispute between the two sections of 
the 

NEW A0STRAI.IA MOVEMENT 

has reached a orlalB. Tho aBSOolation has 
oonsidorablo property in Australia, includ- 
ing the pioneer ahip Knyal Tar. Some 
months ago tho Now Australiana on tho 
original aottlomont deputed Mr. Gilbert 
Casey to proceed to Sydney for tho purpose 
of obtaining possession of the aBSOciation's 
property. Shortly afterwards a delegate 
from Mr. Lano's saoond aottlcmont, known 
as the Cosmo Colony, arrived snd opposed 
tho traneforonco of the asBoclation'a pro- 
perty. Mr. W. W. Head, secretary of the 
New Auatralia movement In Australia, holda 
the ntcoeaary documents In trust, and Mr. 
Casey, who has boon unable to induce him 
to transfer tho property for the benefit of 
the original Bottlomont, haa droftod a re- 
port to members of the aasoclatlon, llr. 
Caaey announces hla Intention to organise 
with a view to the doapatoh early next year 
of another oontiogent for the original set- 
tlement.

The ateamera Charmer and Prinoeaa 
Louise, arriving from the Mainland lost 

evening, brought word of the serions inun. 
dation of the Dolta, owing to the unantici- 
pated breaking away of the dyke In half a 
dozen places. 

Owing to lack of telegraphlo connections 
it was impoaaible to asoertain the exact 
amount of damage done, which will be best 
appreciated by those having a knowledge o 
tho locality. Tho information, so far as re- 
ceived, is that the recent heavy raina and 
li'gh tides in the river have bronchb It ap 
and up until on Friday evening the I'raaer 
Was higher than in some time past. Early 
yesterday mornfng the dyke gave way 
in three places, at Ouiohon, at Ladner'a 
Landing and at Westham. The river 
quickly rushed in and oocupied che fertile 
lowlands, widening hourly the breaoh In the 
Wall that had been looked to for safety. 

By evening the entire Delta was under 
water and Weatbam island might have been 
crossed in a rowboat from end to end. For- 
tunately the Inundation waa unattended by 
any fatality. The loss however will be very 
severe. 

When the steamers passed yesterday not 
only was all of Westham island aubmergod, 
but the village of Stoveeton also waa under 
watof. Tho root oropa In pit had boon ut- 
terly ruined, and in many plaooo haystacks 
Wore afloat and barn floors ue well aa those 
of the oanneries wero awash. 



PACIFIC CABLE. 



CoDer^saman Hltt Opposed to a British Line 
liandiner at One of the Hawaiian 
lalanda. 

Washikotok, Jan. 12.— Bepreaentatlve 
H. B. Hitt, of Illinois, ex- chairman and at 

present the principal Republican member of 
the house committee on foreign affairs, said 
yeaterday that while ho agreed with Preel- 
dent Cleveland that Hawaii should have 
the benefit of telegraphic coromunloatlon 
with thb outside world, he waa strongly op- 
posed to the suggestion in the President's 
massage of Wednesday that a British com- 
pany ahould be permitted to conatruot and 
operate a proposed cable lino from Ana- 
tralla to British Columbia, touching at 
one of tho Hawaiian Islands. Mr. Hitt 
maintained that the United States should 
control any cable line from Hawaii, and 
pointed out that if a foreign company had 
Buoh a ooncer.aion this oountry would be 
placed at a great disadvantage in tho event 
of war. If there had been cable com- 
munioation with Hawaii since the change of 
government there Mr. Hltt maintained that 
much of tho embarrassment of tho past two 
years over Hawaiian affairs would have been 
obviated. While chairman of the foreign 
affairs committee in the fifty-first oongresa 
Mr. Hltt offered an amendment to the diplo- 
matlo and consular appropriations bill pro- 
viding for a survey for a oable between San 
Fraooisoo and Honolnin,bat It waa defeated. 

BITTBBLY GOIiD. 

The Boat Severe Weather Experienced for 
Yeara In Eneland and Europe. 

London, Jan. 12.— The oold weather at 
present prevailing in Scotland Is the moat 
eevore experienced for many years. Loch 
Lomond is frozen over. Some of the anew 
drifts are twenty feet high. 

The weather in England is intensely cold. 
There is skating in Regent's park. Rev. 
Thoa. Podmore, vicar of Ashton Lee Wil- 
lowii, was found dead in the anew. 

Oo tho continent lakea and riven are- 
frozen, and many deatha are reported iui 
consequence of the BQow Storms which aeem 
to have prevailed in many parte. 

A terrific snow storm haa awept over 
Vienna, leaving the city almost isolated. 
Railroad and vehicle tra£Bo is reduced to a 
minimum. .Over 3,600 men are at works 
clearing the atreeta. The auppliea of vege- 
tables, milk and meat have almost failed. 
There are seven feet of snow in the anborbs. 

A snowstorm, aooomponied by a heavy 
wind, destroyed four bousea at Celeaaa, in 
the provinde of Reggis, Italy. Sixteen 
porsons wero burled In the ruins of the 
houses aud eight of them were dead when 
extricated. Snow storms at Stress, on Lokke 
Maggioro, Ravenna and elsewhere have 
caused great damage. 

A Madrid dispatch to tho Standard says 
tho telegraph to France haa not been work- 
ing for nine days owing to galea and snow 
storms. Tho Bovority of tho weather ia nn- 
prccodentcd. 



JAPAN'S CONDITlOiNS. 

Korea to Bo Under Japatioso .Snr.eralnty and 
Independent of China. 

London, Jan. 11. — Tho Standard's Berlin 
correspondent telegraphs : " I learn from a 
good quarter that Japan's conditione of 
peace, beaideo demanding a war indemnity, 
will provide that Korea bo Independent of 
China and under Japanese Buzoruinty, that 
China cede certain islands, raza the fort at 
Taku, dismantle Port Arthur and Wei Hal 
Wol ond demolish all fortifioationa on the 
route from Korea Into China, and that 
Japan fix the future number and type of 
Chineae warships. The eetabllshmont of 
relations looking to a China-Japanese, alii- 
anoe will also be required,"

COL- PRIOR REPLIES. 

To TUB Editor :— The Victoria Daily 
Times is evidently anxious to do me a good 
turn, for the old saying Is very true which 
runs, " Being talked about is tho worst 
thing that can happen to a public man, ex- 
cept one thing, and that is not being talked 
about." It Si continuously giving me free 
advertising, for wbiob I beg to thank it, and 
I hope it will be continued, as it has provod 
most benefioial to me in my public life dur- 
ing the last eight years. So long as it only 
makes its ohildish and petty attacks against 
me alone I make It a ruli nevir to tjtke the 
trouble to answer them, as I shall have an 
opportunity, sooner or later, of showing the 
falsity of them on tho public platform. But 
when others are concerned with mo I feel 
it is not right to remain silent. 

This evening's issue containti a very in 
oomplete account of an interview that I, in 
company with several gentlemen, had with 
the Mayor and aldermen yesterday in re 
gard to the finances connected with the late 
visit of His Excellency the Governor-Gen 
oral. On the committee appointed to carry 
out the arrangements for the reception and 
other entertainments were His Worship 
the Mayor, three or fjur aldermen, 
and some fifteen other gentlemen well known 
in town. All shades of polltici and creeds 
were represented on that committee. Al- 
though the arrangements were carried out 
in the most economical manner it was found, 
after it was all over, that owing to uafore- 
seen circumstances the estimates of receipts 
made by the oommittee had been far too 
high, and the oonsequeoca was that there 
was a deficit of some $600. Tbe committee 
very naturally thought it was not right that 
they personally should be expected to pay 
this sum, as they had done their best for tbe 
public in this matter, and it was through no 
fault of theirs that the liabilities exceeded 
tbe receipts. 

Every cent expended was vouched for 
and all bills were' regularly andited and 
p.assed. A deputation of tbe oommittee 
therafore waited on the Mayor and alder- 
men to ask tbem if tbey would not assume 
the liabilities still remaining nopald. As 
spokesman of the deputation I was asked 
by them to request the Mayor not tobave the 
reporters take down what was said, as we 
considered it was bound to do barm to the 
fair name of the city if it was pub 
lished all over Canada and eliewbere 
that we had tendered the Gov- 
ernor-General a reception and then 
were not able to pay the bills for the same, 
I therefore asked His Worship to speak to 
tho renortors to that ofToct and ho did so, 
Not one word did I say to the reporters my 
self. Both His Worship and every alder^ 
man present evidently thought we were 
right, as some of them said so and not one 
of them objected to tbe same being done 
Tho Times reporter distinctly stated he 
would not report It, but the result shows he 
is not truthful, to say the leaat of it. As to 
the charge that I, or any of the oommittee, 
wished the cilizens of Victoria to be kept in 
the dark as to our application I can only say 
that it is too silly to be entertained by any 
one except tbe Times. 

The committee made no secret of their in- 
tention to apply to the council for aid, and 
talked the matter over with dozena of citi 
zena before going to ths meeting. No re 
quest was made to the M^iyor aad aldermen 
to keep the matter secret ; and besides this 
everybody except the Times must know that 
before a oent oonld be given a proper " no- 
tice of motion " must be publicly made by 
some alderman to that effect. 

Tbe Times is always so tremulously 
anxioui to ascribe sinister motives to every 
thing I do, or that Is done by anyono who 
sides polltioally with me, that It ontohea at 
flVfry little miserable straw which it thinks 
it can twiet into a lash for my back. 

I still think it waa a groat mistako to 
allow th« matter to got into llio papers at 
all, and I u»n with oonfuionco refer nnyono 
who takes an inttroot in tills matter to the 
Mayor and all tho aldermen who woroprosont 
as to vvhothor my statement is not a correct 
one in every particular. 

It may loom strange to tho Times that I, 
holding tbe political views thit I do, should 
have tho Intorosta of this town at heart, but 
it is a fact noverthcloia, and tho reason la 
simply this, viz , that evorythinc I own in 
tho world is in thia little city of Victoria.

Keene's Season of ShakespeBre Cou- 
'eluded Moat Snccessfully— Yes- 
terday's Performances. 

Proposed New Theatrical Circuit, to 
Include Victoria-Performance 
of "II Trovatore." 

A goodly Bizad audlenoe Bympathized with 
the lovea and woes of Romeo and Jnlieb at 
the opera housa yesterday aitemoonk Mr. 
Keena does noli appear in tbti bill, prefer 
ring to let his exoellenb company of aotors 
add a few lenvee to ihoir own orowne of 
Uurel. That they did ao waa evidenced by 
the generous applauae which not infre- 
qoentlf rewarded their iCForts. The title 
roles were assomed by Mr. Edwin Arden 
and Mies LlliiBn Lawrence, and they made 
a plotnrejiqae and thoroughly attractive 
pair of young lovera. Mr. Arden preaente 
Romeo in the earlier scenes aa a wilful love- 
aiok bey— the force and breadth of whose 
oharaoter only develops with the Iciliing of 
Tyball). In view of the Botallnd ep'aode, 
this oonoeptioD is entirely warrantable, and 
the evolalfon of the oharaoter on these liceo 
was admirably and olearly de&ned by the 
actor. The reading and business of the b * I - 
oony and parting soenes were notably f;ood. 
Mis« Lawrence's Jnlieli was lovublu a ad 
sympathetic. Her beanty and intelllgoijcc 
eminently fib her for the part. 
Mr. Honnig's Mercntio was well con- 
ceived, though somewhat ponderous in 
execution. Thomna EaRleeon was more 
than good aa Cipulot, and tho remainder of 
the ouBt, if not brilliant, wuro well poised 
and coneoientious, 

Mr. Keeno has played tho character of 
Richard III over two thousand times, and 
in view of thia it beoomoa a matier of 
wonderment how the ootor can invest the 
rolo with that duah, eubtlely and inten- 
sity which marked tho poiformtnce lost 
evening. Repetition may mellow cortoin 
renditions, but it soldom if ever adds to 
their vigor. Keeno'a Richard is a notable 
exception. Certain portions of it hove been 
toned down and refioed, but in tho more 
dramatic scenes the fire has been intensified 
and tho subtle malignity sharpened to a 
finer edge. His wooing of Lady Anno over 
the corpse of her husband was given with a 
deviliah cunning and finely ehudod hypo- 
cricy, which raised it to tho height of 
genius, Again, in tho scene with tho Lord 
Sisyor and citizen?, a more perfect 
picture and emooth dissembling hub 
rarely been witnessed on the Victoria stage. 
Tho supporting cast was cnpable, and ren- 
dered admirable aid to the star — although 
the limitations of greater number of p»rM 
precluded any diatinob hit. The Lady 
Anne of Miss Djwns and the Duchesa of 
Mrs. B*ker fulfilled the requirements. Miss 
- Lawretioa was a obnrtly and graoious Prince 
of Wales, and in her state robes was a 
charming anbjeot' for a palntet'e brash, Ed- 
win Arden as BaolciBgham made the part a 
companion pieoe to that of the royal nsur- 
per, and lilted the oharaoter of that for- 
tunate nobleman oat of the rat of tradition 
and oommonplaoe. In the toene where he 
offered the town to Richard, he fully 
shared the honors. Mr. Hennig made a 
lusty Richmond, and the minor parts were 
capable. The oostnmes and stage acces- 
Bories were rich and in good taste. 

Mr. S. Colvin Heillg, of Taooma, Is ot 
present visiting Victoda on a mission in 
which all play lovlng citizens must feel o 
keen interest. With Mr. E. \Y. Loaster, 
also of Tacoma, Mr. Hoilig is attempting to 
bring about arrangements by which the 
theatres in the cities of Portland, Seattle, 
Taooma, O'ympia, Victoria and Vancouver 
will bo taken over by a combination, with a 
view of forming a now theatriojl cirouib, in- 
d' peadent of ttie California and Siutbern 
Pttcifio circuit. 01 the theatres mentioned 
the oomWnatlon have secured the Marquam 
Drand at Portland and aliio tha Tacoma and 
Olympia theatres. The Seattle theatre is at 
present under tho management of Mr. 
John W. Hanna, whoso loaio does 
not expire for three years. It la be- 
lieved, hovvever, that a satisfactory ar- 
rangement will be made, and that tbe 
management will change handa in a few 
days. Mr. Heilig has made admirable ar- 
rangements with the C.P.R , which, with 
the Northern Pacific, is pledged to render 
every-aasist^aDce to the promoters of the new 
oironit. It is commonly reported in Port- 
land that Mr. Oeorgo Vanderbilt, a sod of 
Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt, tho multi-mil- 
lionaire, is behind Messrs. Heilig and hsia- 
ter. Mr. Vanderbilt has large interests 
both In the Taooma and the Seattle theatres 
and hie connection with the combination will 
enable the engagement of attraotions that 
could nob otherwise be obtained. Mr. Hei- 
lig, who has managed both the Seattle and 
Tocoma theatres, visited this city some four 
yeura iigo in connection with the Eor-iia 
.lucli com puny. Uio partner, Mr. E. W. 
Leaator, ia ii young man prominently known 
in railroad circles. 

Tho presentation in Kaster week of 
Verdi's opera " II Trovatoro " received 
a decided in:ipotuB by tho enthusiasm dis- 
played at tho first uliorus rohearoal on Wod- 
nesdny ovoning, when ulao, in addition to u 
committee of five, the following ctliners 
wero announced : Mr. Sheddon, secrutarv ;

The company is thia year 
spoken of as exceptionally strong.

MDNICIPAL BEFOBil. 

To THE Editok:— In continuation of my 
latter which appeared in your paper of ysa- 
tsrday. I wish to draw attention to the 
SGO.OUO borrowed for lighting purposes. 
Cm anyone say that this tum hoa been 
wisely ixpoodcd, or that extra li^ihting at a 
heavy cose was neoesaary at prcao.nl ? The 
propensity of aldermen to borrow largo sums 
to waste on ill-digested achemes, ond on 
works of doubtful utility, is most mischiev- 
ous. Too much facility to borrow has been 
given, and the legislature in Its wisdom — 
feeirg the bad use made of so many large 
sums— ourtiils and safeguards the borrow 
log powers of municipalities. 

Take the sewers now under oonetruction 
—undertaken at a time of the year when 
the work cannot bo properly done — when a 
man oannob^do a fair day's work, and when 
the poor workman will spoil more olothing 
—and recmlremoreiood and olothing than 
he womd'''"ln^' fine neither— and then 
the disgraoefol state of onr streets. 
Whatever work ' the oonnoil has 
undertaken has been a bungle, (md the 
reiple should hail with pleasure any form 
of oiry govornmknt whloh will relieve them 
from the present rotten and imperfect sys- 
tem. I would here ask the ratepayers not 
to be led astray by those who wonld make 
them believe that the bill now before the 
houat) deprives them of any of their powers. 
Thoy will see that with them rests the pow- 
er to put tho new system into operation or 
rrj ot it. Oar immedia e wants are entire- 
ly neglec'ed. Look at our streets ; they 
are in a worse condition than over. No ex. 
pens are needed to scrapo off mud and fill 
up holes with otono, of which there is on 
a'lundanco ready for uao in d ITorent parts of 
the city. T:ua simple but most necoesary mat- 
ter has beenmtiroly neglected by tho council. 
I would like Mayor Toague to state what 
good or useful work has been done by him 
and his aldermen during the year just 
ended. 

In tho face of such evident iDCipaoity and 
extravugoncQ in borrowing, the council has 
tho audacity to ask the legislamro for 
authority to levy more taxes and grind 
tho few williug ones more— and this 
ot a time when no one can possibly pay 
more taxes. In the name of all that is wise 
and just, I would usk our legislature not — 
during the present condition of things — to 
levy or give the power to levy any fresh 
taxes for school, hospital or other purposes 
Hitherto wo small taxpayora thought, but 
thought foolishly— as experience proves — 
that the more money borrowed tho more 
work, and the bettor for us that we have 
awakened to a bitter disappointment, to 
find that the expenditure of nearly two mil- 
lions of dollars has been of no benefit to 
ua or to any of our citlzsna, and lh»^ our 
homes and property have been hardened 
with an enormous debt. Strangers in most 
Ra<es have been employed to onr iojury, and 
we have not received the work we had a 
right to expect. 

I hope tho ratepayers will awake and take 
a more lively and business-like interest in 
their own offairs than they have hitherto 
done. 

Several of the present aldermen have been 
found wanting — sadly wanting ; let them by 
all means be rejected. One word more 
about the bill for the government of cities 
—let us give it a fair trial, for we cannot 
possibly be in a worse position than we are 
now in. Workman. 






ANTI-TOXINE. 



Some Idea of the New Remedy Used 
In Cases of Dipli- 
theria. 

How the Sernm Is Obtained for Med- 
ical Pnrposes— Beanlts 
Already Obtained. 



A great deal has been heard lately of tho 
wonderful results of the new therapeutic 
agent anti-toxioe which Is eo rapidly coming 
into use for cases of diphtheria. The 
medioai journals are giving the matter a 
great deal of prominence and medical men 
alrosdy recognize tho new remedy as the 
very best maani of coping with diphtheria. 
AO the last meeting of tho Jubilee hospital 
board, Dr. Riohardson, tho house surgeon, 
reported that ho had sent for a supply. The 
general public of courso have heaid of anti- 
toxine, but probably there are few who have 
any definite Idea of how it is obtained or the 
method of nalog it. 

It was to the year 1890 that Behrlng de- 
soribed ab the bygienio instltnce of 
licrlin the effiot of anti-toxine in render- 
ing animala "immnme" in diphtheria. 
Subsequently Ebrlteb, lioer and other scion - 
tiata condnoted esperimente and gave tho 
first results of serum iherapeutlos applied 
to children soffwiog from diphtheria, 
liritfly speaking antl-tcxine is prepared 
from the serum or watery portion of 
tho blood of a horse "immunised" 
agair..Bt diphtheria ; that Is the animal 
is rendered accustomed to the toxine 
of diphtheria. Virulent diphtheria baoiUi 
aro cultivated in an olkallne bouillon by a 
very careful process and the pure to.tino in- 
juotod under the skin of a horse frequently 
by gradually increasing quantities till tho 
animal is thoroughly immunised. Then 
blood ia drawn from tho jugular vein of tho 
animal and tho oarum of tho blood ia tho 
anti-toiino need upon diphtheriitc pat o jts. 
Hy a long Boriea of careful exporimenta the 
quantity of this serum which would protect 
guinea piga of oorfuin weights was ascer- 
tained, then tho w ght proportion was ap- 
plied to human b.ingo and iho approximoto 
quantity nocespary to render a child immune 
waa thus detormiufd. Tho anti toxino is in- 
j cted by meana of o hypodermic 
syringe, usually under tho shoulder 
blades. There is no reaction and 
the operation ia practically painleea 
This trtatmenb has boon found to acb with 
wonderfully beneficial effects in diphtheria 
and diphtheritic oronp. Prof. Rouxo, i f tho 
Pasteur Institute, and president of the 
French committee for the stndy of diph- 
theria, reports as the resalta of the use of 
anti toxine on obiidren in the diphtheria 
wards of one of the Paris hospitals that the 
death rate fell from 61 71 per cent, to 24 5 
per cent. Statistics from other hospitals in 
Europe give equally as good results of the 
benefits derived from the use cf anti toxine 
In diphtheria. The use of the remedy has 
spared many children from traoheotomy in 
casoH of diphtheria.

VANOOUVBR'S BLBOTION. 

The fact that 6SG voters out of 1,300, 
somewhat lees than one-sixth of the cod- 
stitaency, elected a Mayor for tho city of 
Vancouver, is signifloint. Can a Mayor 
who Is elected by lets than one-sixth of tho 
qnalifiad voters be said witti any degree of 
propriety to represent the whole oonsti- 
tnenoy ? The nnmber of persons who voted 
for Mayor on that day were only 983. 
What wore the remaining 3,.317 voters 
about. Why did they disfranohise them- 
selves 2 Can oivio electors be said to value 
the franohise very highly when mora than 
three-fourths of them voluntarily abstain 
from voting on the day of a most important 
eleotion ? 

If the Government liad proposed to dla- 
franohiae, for any purposo whatever, three 
fourths of the electors of Vancouver or any 
other oity of the Provinoe, the proposal 
would be greeted by a burst of furious in- 
dignation, and the people would have good 
reason to be indignant. Yet we see that on 
Thursday that proportion of the electors of 
Vancouver oity voluntarily disfranohiaod 
themselves. We see very nearly the same 
state of things in this oity when important 
by-laws are to be voted upon. Only a frac- 
tion, and that not a very large fraction, of 
those entitled to vote go to the trouble of 
oxeroising the franchise. 

There cin bo no good city government 
when tho majority of tho electors are care- 
less or apathetic. The roprosontativos of the 
people in the City Councils need looking 
after. If tiie balk of the electors show lit- 
tle or no interest in the city's affairs tho 
CouncillorH will got it into their heads that 
they can do e.<caotly as they like without be- 
ing called to account, and then tho city's 
buaincas geta Into a protty mess. Rings are 
formed in the Council for very difTerent pur- 
poses than furthering the advancement of 
the oity, and the citizens sre punished for 
their drowsiness by being robbed right and 
left. 

But, say some of tho citizona : " What is 
the good of bothering our heads about city 
matters, one city council is aa had aa an- 
other. It seems to na that they are ail tho 
time getting worse. It is impossible to get 
enough good men who nnderatand business 
to run the Council to offer as Councillors, 
and tho good men who are persuaded to ten- 
der their services are often rejected. Tho 
city's affairs are in a muddle, and' tho city 
is kept in a backward condition no matter 
what we and a few others may say and do, 
We for onr part are going to let matters 
drift, and when they get lo bad that they 
can be tolerated no longer an effort will per 
haps be made to mend them," 

This is what a good many say, and what 
a good many more, to judge by their prac- 
tice, think. This is, no doubt, a very bad 
•tate of things, and one that makes any- 
thlng like permanent reform difficult if not 
impossiblo. Yet when it Is proposed to 
establish a system under which cities can 
be improved and properly governed Id spito 
of tho apathy of eleotora, the very men who 
care so little about .their privileges and 
powers as oitisens as to dlsfranobigo them- 
selves whenever an eleotion of any kind is 
held, get into a dreadful state of mind and 
declare It Is an outrage to save them the 
trouble of oxeroising tho franohise for three 
years wliich they Jo not value highly onough 
to use when their duty requires 



(hem to do so. They are so badly 
in want of a grlevanoo that they make one 
of being asked voluntarily to refrain from 
exercising a privilege that they very seldom 
use. We would very mnoh like to know 
how many isleotors there aire In this oity and 
in Vanooaver who have nob voted for either 
a City Councillor or a by-law for tho last 
three years. If the number were known it 
would, we venture to - say, surprise most 
people. I ...f; . • ■ • ' 

TSB POLIOY OF DtOBIT. 

Another illustration of tho weakness of 
the Times for suiting allegations of fact to 
argumont, In preferonco to basing argument 
upon faoti, appears in its issue of yesterday, 
in which the following untruthful but 
charaoteristio paragraph appears : 

The friends and organ of the Dominion 
government in this oity are trying to make 
the people believe that all the claims 
of the post office olerka have been 
conceded by the government. . . 
But the government were ttOll going to ad- 
mit that they were entirely in the wrong 
and BO decided to remit $10 of the back al- 
lowance, leaving the fine at $10." 

The annouDoement by the Colonist, 
whioh our anreiiable contemporary has de- 
liberately misrepresented, appeared on Fri- 
day morning, in chose worda : 

MoBsra. Eirlo and Prior, M'a P,, have 
bfien zoaloualy at work in their bohalf, and 
yesterday Ihoy learned that their labors had 
not been in vain, a telegram from Hon. Mr. 
Daly conveying to them tho information 
that tho four months' withheld pay of both 
clcrka and carriers would be paid as they 
had desired. 

H.iviDg on Thursday afternoon altogothor 
withheld the news, which came early in 
the morning, that the Government had 
yielded to the earnest representations of the 
Members for Victoria, tho Timea on Fri- 
day copied in its local columns the bare fact 
that thn men would receive " tho arrears of 
four montha' allowanco," (it boing as every- 
body knows $1U per month), but opened its 
editorial oritlciam with tiie incorrect state- 
ment that : 

Tho Ottawa government has decided to 
piy thn post oiiiue clerks and letter carriers 
the $uO provisional allowance they bad 
earned, etc. 

It will be seen therefore that if anyone at 
tempted to mislead the public it was the 
editorial writer of tho Times, who having 
represented that the Government had made 
a complete baokdown foolishly olaimed for 
the Opposition agitators all the credit for 
the concession whioh the city's represent- 
atives had taken so much troublo to secure. 

It is quite true that " the government 
wero not going to admit that they were en- 
tirely wrong." They were nob asked to 
make any anch nnreasonable admission. 
They were, however, aiked to admit that 
the post office olorks acted under great 
provocation, and that taking the cirouni- 
stances into consideration the interest of the 
public aorvico would bo fully served by with- 
holding the proviaional extra allowance sim- 
ply for the one month daring whioh the seri- 
ous interruption to the postal operations oc* 
onrred. This reasonable view was met In a 
spirit of concession which resulted in the 
intimation that the other four months' al- 
lowonce would bo paid to the employes. 
We repeat that Messrs. Eirle and Prior do- 
serve oongratnlation upon the snooeas of their 
untiring efforts to bring about this settle- 
ment. 



Tna TORONTO OITY COUNCIL. 

The Toronto Empire, in a very temperate 
and cautious article on Judge McUougall's 
report, speaking of the estimation in which 
the Council of that city was held before the 
recent unpleasant revelations were made, 
says : 

Though wo hud not boon free from tho 
usual rumors of boodle in oonnoolion with 
tho letting cf contracts and other transao- 
tions, which aeem to bo indigenous to oity 
government ovorywhero, thoro wero few of 
our cilizons who had any idea that they 
wore moro than mere rumors, emanating 
from unsuccessful tenderers or other disap- 
pointed people, and tho revelation that 
some of our aldermen had aolually been 
guilty of BoliciliEg and receiving bribes 
came with a shook to tho people whioh 
shows that, though here and there a prom- 
inent man has given way to temptation, the 
public sentiment of Toronto is sound as to 
tho standard of municipal morality which 
should be maintained. And now that there 
can bo little doubt of venality on the part of 
uldermen and others, the pubiio will heart- 
ily applaud the action of the authorities iu 
following up the investigation with charges 
whioh admit of adequate punishment being 
meted out to the guilty ones. 

Fearing that those who road the report will 
oomo to tho conclusion that tho Toronto 
City Council as » whole is a corrupt body, 
and that tho councillors whoso doinga are 
commented upon by the learned judgo aro 
morally and intellectually on a lovel with 
their asaooiates In tho oity government, 
tho Empire hastena to say : 

While all muat deplore tho corruption and 
want of principle which have been revealed, 
it is only fair to point out that the men who 
have been found guilty by the judge were 
minor members of the Council, and never 
could b« considered in any sense leaders of 
tbo people. In the continual talk of boodle 
there has been tlnoe this investigation com- 
monoed, there is the danger of giving tho 
impression outside that our whole oivio sys- 
tem is saturated with corruption, and thus 
doing injury to the reputation of tbo city, 
lb must nob be lost sight of that while a fuw 
— a very few — of thoso tho people trusted 
have betrayed lhair trust and proved them- 
selves unworthy, iho great bulk of our rep- 
resentatives in Iho Council have been men 
of honor and probity, of whom any oity 
might bo proud ; and that, notwitiistunding 
the pluguu spot which has boon laid bare, 
our civic politics liavo been, on tho whole, 
pure, and our representatives worthy of con- 
fidence. 

This is most likely the B{mpletruth,bat it 

is too much to hope that the oitlzsns of To- 
ronto will in future bavo tho samo faith iu 
tho City Council and the same respcot for it 
as they had before it was discovered that it 
contained a nnmber of boodlers. There can 
bo no doubt bat that the oonfldenoe of To- 
rontontans in their Oity Gouncil-^and porh aps 
in city oounoils geoorally — has been under- 
mined. After this they can never be sure that 
their Council doss not contain a proportion, 



moreor le88lBrge,of menwhoareready, when 
the opportunity offers, to betray the trutt 
whioh the citizens have confided to them. 
This Is part, and not the least part, of the 
misohief whioh the Toronto boodlers have 
done. 



THE m W YORK BUS 'S FRIBND8. " 

The New York Son patronises the Liber- 
als of Canada. But it ia a very injudicious 
patron. If it knew bow Canadians generally 
fael towards anntxationiats it would not so 
loudly and so confidently as it does assert 
that Canadian Liberals aro its co-workers in 
tho Interest of annexation, and are ready to 
tako advantage of any accident or any 
domoutio calamity that in their opinion will 
advance the cause thry both have ab heart. 
For instance, passages like the following are 
not likely to raise Liberals and Liberalism 
in the estimation of the people of the Do- 
minion ; 

Our friends, the Liberals of the Dominion 
of Canada, are justly enooaraged by the pa- 
tent fact that the death of Sir John Thomp- 
son has left thu Conservatives without a 
leader competent to reconcile the oonfliotiog 
demands and preoooupations of the various 
provinces. We trust that events may jus- 
tify Mr. Laarier in predietiog that should 
the present Canadian Qovemment venture 
to appeal to the oonntry, the Liberals would 
swsep Quebec and make so strong a demon- 
stration ib Oatario as to make sure of a ma- 
jority in the Ottawa Uouso of Commons. 
We should feel more certain of this auccees 
if tho' Canadian general election were post- 
poned until after our Congress had repealed 
those clauses of tho new tariff, which have 
gratuitously relieved Cinadian products 
from a largo part of the customs duties 
whioh formerly weighed upon them. 

The Uie whioh tho Liberals aro to make of 
this victory is, according to tho Sun, first to 
try to get reciprocity and then to throw 
Canada into the arms of the United States. 
But it warns its friends, the Liberals, not 
to bo too sure. Ib repeats what it has often 
said bi^forc, that the prioe which the Amori 
cms demand for reoiprocily in trade is 
politioal union. If the people of the Uomin 
ion are not prepared to sell themselves at 
this price, it ia vain for Mr. Laurier to hope 
to get reciprocity with the United States 
for them. This ia why tho Sun hopes that 
Mr. Laurier'a victory will bo deferred un 
til Congress hia hud timo to ro-impoao the 
prohibitory dutiea of tho M' Kinley tariff. 
Its theory is that if the Canadians are driven 
by Ameciqan prohibition oat of the markets 
of the United States they will get 
upon their knees and bog Mr. Liurier or 
anyone olae to negotiate terms of annexation 
without any loss of time. For fear the Lib 
orals on this sido of the line would make the 
mistake of calculating on Brother Jonathan's 
good nature it says : 

We would warn, moreover, the Canadian 
advocates of close relations with this oouO' 
try, that while the plank of unrestricted re- 
oiprooity may be a good lever for impelling 
their countrymen part uf the way toward 
tho longed-for goal, it should be regarded 
strictly as a means, and not an end ; for the 
American people, now thoroughly alive . .to 
their own interests, will never give Can- 
adian commodities free access to American 
markets, until the Canadian provinces are 
ready to accept, with the oommoroial privi- 
leges, the political respooaibilities of mem- 
bers of our union. 

Fortunately there aro others in Canada 
besides The Sun's " friends " who can read, 
and its warning may act in a very d flforent 
way from what io intends and expects. It 
will show all loyal CAnadians, Liberals aa 
well as Conservatives, that American annex- 
ationists havo'so low an opinion of tbom as 
to calculate upon their soiling their allegi- 
ance to Great Britain for a few trade ad- 
vantages, and it will cause thoso loyal Uau- 
adians to suspect everyone who offers ihcm 
reciprocity with the United States aa an 
inducement to vote for him and his party, 
that he is prepared to accept the Sun's dis- 
loyal and disgraceful terms. 

" TEE WORST ONE POSSIBLE." 

The St. Paul Pioneer- Press, one of the 
ablest and most respectable newapapora in 
the Western States, commenting upon a bill 
now before the Senate of Minnesota, says ; 
" It Is sufficient to say of it that the scheme 
of oity government whioh it adopts is the 
very worst one possible — that is govern- 
ment by oity council — whioh has been con- 
demned by universal experience. 
Wo have tried thia ab St. Paul once, and 
know how it works. To this single body of 
ward politicians Is entrusted not only all tho 
legislation, but pretty nearly all the execn- 
tive powers of city government." 

Tho Pioncor ProsB gooa on to say of 
the kind of city council government 
it ia proposed to establish in Minne>polis : 
" Ib may suit some of tho politicil func- 
tionaries there who do nob seem to have 
learned from the sad experience cf other 
oitioa that in establishing for all time a 
governmenb of ward politicians they are 
sowing tho seeds for i\ frightful harvest of 
corruption and oxtraviigunce. 

It will bo soon from this that govornniont 
by City Council, which Is prized so highly 
by some persons in this oity, has fallen into 
dlBrepnle In the United States. The people 
of Victoria aro already beginning to reap 
some of tho bad harvest it has produced In 
St. Pau: and other cities in tho United 
States.

To THE Editob : Oae of tho results of 
the new UDdrntaoding bsliween Great Briti 
ain and KuuU, aaya » raoeut Paris leoier, 
will bean invitation to Brltiah' capital and 
enterprise to engage in tlia development of 
Siberia, now ia progieia. The trans Siberian 
railway ia bstog poshed forward with a 
speed that w<>old be regarded ea remarkable 
even in Anieiiot, and it oan only be a few 
yean it the unUide wben ihe vaat resources 
oflTorth Centrikl Aaia wlUba fully exploit- 
ed. ), When we^^reoikil the f *ob that, without 
taking into ao&>tint tbb northern half of Si- 
beria or any portion of China Proper^ Thib- 
et or'Sonthern Torkestan, a belt'of eotiipara- 
tively uooooupled but ra nrally wealthy 
territory extends acroaa Alia from east to 
west, and baa an area fully ( qnal to thab of 
Canada — an area which the Siberian railway 
will divide into two approximately equal 
parts — we get some idea of what develop- 
ment may bo expected to follow from the 
opening of Central Asia to Aoglo Saxon en- 
terprise. 

" I note that within a few weeks tho 
Chinese Emperor has authorized the oon- 
Btruotion I f a great trunk railway from 
Hangkow on the Yang Tae to Pekin, a dis- 
tance of about 700 miles in a direct line. 
The permit for the building of this road is 
eepocially important, boouueo it indicatoe a 
complete rovoreal of tho traditional polioy 
of China, Agitation for tho constructioa ( f 
this road haa been going on for eoverol 
years, but the court party at PoUin haa huon 
able until up to a very short time ago to 
thwart tt>o deBigoB of ita promottirs. That 
the construction of this railway will bo fol- 
lowed by others ia conoedod by all who are 
conTorsiint with Chineao olTtira. China 
abounds in coal and Iron, but is defjoiunt in 
aooesaible timber. A period of active rail- 
way oonstruotion there eeoms likely to 
greatly stimulate the lumber trade of the 
Paoliio. 

\N hatever may be I ho roeult of tho Korean 
war, tho opening of China to commorco 
cannot now bo long delayed. Writ- 
ing from Nanking a few montha 
ago the American Consul eaid that, import- 
ant as are the proaent oommeroiai relaciona 
between China and the rest of the world, 
they are as nothing compared to what may 
be looked lor when the reatricllons upon 
trade are fully removed. At present, owing 
to the increasing series of charges to which 
foreign trade is subjected in proportion aa it 
penetrates the interior, it ia impoeaible to 
da bhsineas profitably, with more than a 
fringe of the great region in which 4U0,000,- 
000 people reside. To meet the expenses of 
the war, to pay the Japanese indemnity and 
to aave heraelf from diamemberment, China 
mnat open her doora to the oommeroe of the 
world. 

It ia reasonable to expeob that one of the 
resnlta of the war will be an impetna to Jap- 
anese enterprise. For a hlatorioal prece- 
dent to the movement in progreaa in that re- 
markable island kingdom we mnat look back 
to England in the 16' h century, when the 
people of that other remarkable island kirg-, 
dom realized for the first time what tri- 
umphs awaited them outside their own nar- 
row borders, and a beginning was made of 
that career which has girdled the earth with 
Britiah coloniea. 

I.i short, it aeems aa if we were witneesing 
the first) indications of that long delayed yet 
all important event — the awakening of Asia 
to take ita allotted place in the progress of 
ihe world. 

These things have an important bearing 
upon the future of Britiah Columbia. Inati- 
fyiog the purchase of Alaska, Secretary 
Seward, of the United States, said that 
" the greatest triumphs of mankind will bo 
upon the greatest of the oceans." His pro- 
pbetic eye foresaw the era, vbe beginning of 
which wo are cow witnessing. He lealiz^d 
the vast advantage which mnat anrely accrue 
from the poaaeaaioa of the Northweat ooaat 
of thia continent, and In aecurtoc; Alaska for 
the United States he was only taking what 
he thought was the first atep towards ob- 
taining abaolnte snpremaoy on the Ameri- 
can border of the North Faoifio ocean. 
He .never peas^d .,to._..Brge, though 
never ~ ~ in an ofifenaive way, that 
it was the imperative duty of the 
United Statea to acquire British North 
America, not because of tho undoubted 
value of the Eastern provinces, but becauis 
he aaw that the prairie region was fitted to 
be tho seat of an empire and because the 
occupancy of tho British Columbia coast 
was nccceaeary to commeroial aupremacy 
upon tho Pacific ocean. 

Our neighbors in tho State of Waahiogton 
lay great atreas upon the uvandtagooua poni- 
tion of Puget Sound in regard to tho com- 
merce to be developed on the Pacific, but 
thero is not one claim which can ba made 
for that region that cuDtiot with equal jus- 
tioo be made for Britiah Columbia — and 
even with more propriety, for tho geographi- 
uil position cf this province in respect to 
Asiatic trade la more favorable than that of 
the Sound oonntry. 

Thia T' 'vinoo posseases another ad 
vantage niiicli cannot bo over ealimatod, 
namely, iliu fact that it ia integral part 
of tho Br tiHh Empiro. Tho condition of 
things in tho United States ia aerioualy dia- 
t'lrbed. Unlike Britiah countriea, tho 
Union is diatraoted by financial problems 
which are a long way from being solved. II 
wo may judga from proaent appaarancoa tho 
buaiiieas of tho United Statea will be in nn 
UQBOttlod atato for a long time to come. The 
growing political atreogth of tho West will 
make itaolf fdlt more and more every year 
and tho lino of demarcation between tho two 
Bfctiona of tho country ia as strongly drawn 
on tho financial question as was the line on 
alavory batweon tho North and tho South. 
The United States ia not at preaont in a 
position to avail itaelf of the opportuniiita 
10 be preeented by tho opening of Ahi* to 
commerce. Eiatory will simply repeat 
itself, and Britiah it/IIuence, capital and 
enterprise will find themselves supremo in 
this the last and greatest field opened to 
oommeroe and development ; and the ad- 
vantage thus gained ia not likely to be loat. 

The point, to emphasize which thia letter 
ia written, ia that the development of Aaia 
meana the development of British Colambia. 
Acroaa this province will flow a vast cim- 
meroe between America aod Europe on the 
one hand and Asia on the other, and the 
result oannot fall to be that great oltlos will 
spring np on our ooaat. Population will 
pour into the oonntry and the incalculable 
resources with which nature has bloaaed cur 
provlnco will bo fully realized. 

The demand for lumber alone is certain to 
be enormous. It is true that thero aro ex- 
tensive forest areas in Siberia. Indeed, 
speaking generally, ib may bo said that a 
belt of furcab extends from tho Ural moun- 
taina acroaa tho continent to tho Soa of 
Kamtohatkn, but tho beat information 
available in regard to ib Is that the i\rea 
covered by timber of commercial value 
is comparatively small, and It is 
for the must part remote from 
available lines of oommunioatlon. The 
great rivers of Siberia all flow northward to 
the Arctic ocean, and honoo oannot bo uaod 
to any large extent in convoying lumber to 
market. It is thought thab extensive forests 
of value are found on the upper waters of tho 
Amoor rivor ; bub the American Consul at 
St. Petersburg says that tho timber supply 
of Siberia, although unquestionably very 
large, 'will not prevent the sale in that 
oonntry of a vast amount) of American lam-

Among recent political aotiouncemonts is 
that of the premier of New South Wales 
that arrangements have been completed for 
a meeting of the oolonial premiers to con 
aider tb" question of federation, at Hobart, 
on the -O h instant.

The New South Wales Minister for Works 
hopes to have tho arrangements In connect 
tioQ with the propised light line of railway 
from Jeritderie to Berrigan aufBciently ad 
vanced to ba able to refer It to the public 
works committee before the assembly riser. 

A telegram from Newcastle statea that 
appearances as to tho solution of the difE- 
oultiea attending tho coal trade are leaa en 
oouragiog than ever. Ihe maatera intend 
to reduce the hewing rate, and It is more 
than probable that the misers will reaiat. 

On November 21 the English orioketera 
coDoludod their match against a Victorian 
eleven, and won by 1-15 ruoa. At Brisbane 
the Eogliih defeated Queensland by an 
innings and 274 runs. 

The civil service commisaion has decided 
to Inveatigato tho depirtmcnla of tho Col- 
ooial Secretary and Colonial Treaaurer be- 
fore dealing with other branches of tho pub- 
lic service. 

Mr. Turner, tho Victorian Premier, pro- 
miend a deputation from tho Women's Suf- 
fruge League that as soon aa opportunity 
offered ho would introduce a women'a Buffer- 
age bill into parliament. 

Tho government of New Zealand hos de- 
oidtd that the salary of any government of- 
ficer should in future not exceed £800 per 
annum, and thab unless under tpecial en- 
gagement travelling expensea are not to ex- 
ceed 15i. per day. 

Tho railway lino from Auckland to Ro- 
torua was formally opened on December 10 
by the premier of New Zealand, Mr. Sod 
don. The MarrickviUe-Burwood rail 
way will not be ready for opening before the 
end of the present month.

North Ward Opens llie Civic Cam- 
palffu With a Big: Mass 
MeetiD&r. 



A Host of Cttudldates Present Tbcir 
?i'-ws to the Bate- 
payei-s. 

Tiie 6nb meetiog uf tlie otvio oampaiRn 
w»o thftb held by North Ward eleotora in 
the city hall last night. It waa well filled, 
Mr. W. Marohant ocoupylnj? the ohalr. 
Tli-jro were a very large number of epeak- 
ors, all oindldates, and the prooeedlngB did 
not oloie till after eltvea o'olook. 

Aid. Diryer aUted that he liad attended 
82 oonnoU meetings, 72 oommibteo meetinga, 
liad fathered 18 motions, Introduced i by- 
laws and attended to 131 other oivlo mottora 
during last year. He referred to the diffar 
enb ohangBS made In the municipal »ot 
and Bpoke briefly of the vurioua ^s-orka 
oarrod on under iho lust council. If 
every petition for improvcinenta h^d boon 
acoedod to, S;5OO,O0O would havo been ex- 
pended. In reply to u list of queatiuna 
handed to the Chair, Aid. Duryor Biiid ho 
waa opposed to civic government by com 
miBsiouura ; favored day labor ; thought 
alicna should not be oxployed on public 
worka ; believed in au eight-hour working 
day ; and if it waa desired waa ready to re- 
duce aldermen'a aalariea to S'200. 

Mr. John McMillan oppoaed the idea ( f 
commissioners, and aivid ho would always ro- 
aiat any enorouchmonta on tho riyhts of the 
peoplu. The municipal act inudn tlio righta 
of property greater than tho rif V, 'a of man, 
and the aldermen, uudor tho i.-- '.'ent ward 
syatem, repreaentnd property i.i.f'md of 
men. It elected ho would do hia f;£ot to 
have this changed. Tlio Indian ronervo 
might be a chestnut, but if the city did not 
aeoure it the E. &, N. or somo other eyndi 
eate miglit do ao. Id should be obtained as 
a permanent (Endowment for a uDlveraity in 
Viotoria. He believed in an intelligent 
plan for the improvement of the streets, to 
be carried out through a series of years — the 
oity paying as it went along. The policy of 
borrowlDft to pay at the end of SO years was 
wrong. In the East 20 mills on the dollar 
waa raiaed on. land and improTementa for 
permanent worka, and tlie aame 

Slan aboaid be lollowed liere. (Hear, 
ear.) He believed in wooden block 
pavements ; and was in favor of day 
labor in preference to contract work. Aa to 
alien labor, onr own people ahould be em- 
ployed in preference to strangers. He be- 
lievtd in good wages and abort hours. An 
alderman should not be expected to give hia 
time and work for nothing. He was, he 
added, in favor of tlie abolition of all busi- 
ness taxes. 

Mr. A. J McLellan said that if he was 
nob worth his salary he waa not worth hav- 
ing as an alderman. He did nob believe in 
municipal oommUsioners. The eight hour 
system waa Qoing a little too far. Despite 
all the money which had been spent on the 
atreeta and the water supply the city has 
had poor strecta and u poor water service. 
He would like to know if anyone ever saw 
in any other town the street railway tracks 
several inches above tho street level. He 
eapeci:;lly desired to see street paving begin 
in the spring, if It was only four blocka to 
start with. He had one axe to grind — the 
British Paoifio ; he wa? not in favor of tak- 
ing off all trades licenses, and believed in 
the fire insurance tax. 

Wm. Allan did not think the aldermen 
Were too highly paid. He believed the oity 
garbage could be more economically dis- 
posed of, and claimed that of the $100,000 
apent on the aewera some S90,0OO had gone 
to alien labor. He believed in small con- 
traota or day labor ; would keep np the In- 
anranoe tax, favored an eight-honr working 
day, and objected to municipal oommia- 
aioneri. 

J. G- Blaokett promiied if elected to 
f-iitbfnlly serve the whole city, and the 
North ward in particular. He favored snb- 
mitting important civic questions to the 
ratepayers in public meeting, advised the 
reduction of the insurance tax, and held 
that aldermen should be paid. He opposed 
the appointment of commissioners, favored 
contract work and belitved in an eight-hour 
working day. 

lieaumonc Boggs advocated submittiog 
important queationa to tlio ratepayers iii 
public meoiing. Govornment by commlB- 
Bion waa an experiment and he did not bo- 
lit va in exporinionts ; ho w»8 opposed to 
alien labor from the Aiiiericin side, and ob- 
jected to tho ineuruDGo tax, as it; was tho 
insurer who had to piiy it. If it v.'aa re 
ducad tho premium rate would, he believed, 
be lowered. He favored tho payment of 
aldermen and un cif<ht-hour day. 

E. Braj;,: wanted to see work begun on 
the now li;ier bf da at Elk lake, and said 
men cou'd be got hero to build thorn with- 
out goinf; to tho Americiu aido for an cx 
pert. Trades licenaea should be done away 
with, and aldermen should bo paid. He 
was not in fivor ( f municipal commiBsionerB, 
nnd has always been o aupporter of eight 
hours a day ond standard rates of wa^ea 
being paid on public works. He furiln r 
taid that he would do all in hia power to 
aseist the oonstrnotlon of a railway into the 
oity. 

Mr, Humber believed in the eight hours a 
duy system ; bub did not favor uniform 
waives, aa one man frttjuontly did twice aa 
muoh work as another and uliould bo paid 
accordingly. He did not favor b«lii[! ruled 
t'yy oomiriiaaiouorB ; dlBcrotion should be 
used in impoaing trades lioensea ; as in 
aldermen's ealariep, a workman wag worthy 
of his hire. One ihinp for which ho wanted 
to got into tho coutoil wai to look in'o 
n few of tho contructa, euch, for Inataoce, aa 
the electric light contracta. 

H. K Levy favored trade licenses, which 
should bo graduated. He did not think 
that the fire Ineuranoe taxes should ho re- 
duced. He oppoaed govcrnmoub by com- 
misBionors and was willing to serve as an 
alderman without salary. He favored day 
labor aa against contract labor. Aa to alien 
labor, ho would support ViotoriaDS first, 
laab and all bhe time ; believed in the 
eight hour dty and atwdard waj^ea 
,to ttoskilled labor on pufalio worka. He 
did not favor the atronger enforoement of 
the aaloon law, but would like to aee a car- 
few law to keep children off the atreeta at 
night. He oppoaed the pnrohtae of tho en- 
tire Elk lake waterahed, 40 oc60 feet from 
the edge of the lake being, in hia opinion, 
aufEoienb. 

E. A. Lewia held that Elk lake water was 
not unhealthy, it merely required filtering. 
He strongly advocated fire protection in the 
outlying parts of tho oity, and a reduction 
In tho cost of removini; the garbage of tho 
city from ?8,000 a year, which waa now be- 
ing paid. Trades lice soa wore nooesERry 
and so was the fire insurance tax. Ho op- 
poaed municipal oommissioners ; favored the 
employment of our own residents ; support- 
ed tho eight hours a day ayatom ; and ex- 
pressed tho opinion that salooni ahould be 
closed at 11 at night. 

D. MoNanghton wanted contracting done 
«way with ; our ow9 people ahould have the 



choice overlaiieoa. . Baainena lioanaea oiighb, 
he thought^ be reduced. He believed a man 
should dovcte ell hia energiea to civic baai- 
neea if elected, and favored elghu hours a 
day labor. ^ , 

Aid. K-ilth-WilBon, when the aldermanlo 
oandldaiea had finished, came to tho front 
to make a fetv explanationa. He had, be 
said, been aoouted of being cloae with 
the city's money. That simply 
meant that he would nob give 
all the money to every man who wanted it. 
lo certainly was iu hia favor if ho dealt with 
the civic finances as carefully as if they 
were his own; He had been acousi d of c ^ 
ting down salaries ; well, he was wMir 
take his share of tho responsibility Last

§25,000 more than the year pre*- 
of which was for intereat and (y^^ . 

some S3,000 for other purp^ _ and $12,000 
more for 'chools. ^^.^ ^^^^ 
be meb and ooul''^ ^^^^ ^^^^ 
by cutting down j^p^ng^g aomowhero. 
A great deal had b ^„ ^j,^^^ ^^j^^ 
queation. tor Uat few yaara the ex- 
penditure and revenue from that aonroe had 
been almost 5^^]^ but ainoe their eatabllah- 
ment the. waterworha had paid $170,000 
over '.til expeoees, and he baiieved they 
would again leave a surplus.

The British gunboab Karrakatta, which 
b-as but recently returned to Sydney from 
the Kew Hebrides reports that the volcanic 
eruptlona at Ambrym leland still continue 
intermittently. The majority of the popula- 
tion have abandoned their hcmea on the ieland 
In terror and the ooifise and sugar are un- 
barveated On the plantationa. The earth- 
quake ahooka are more and more frequent, 
and a new volcano, which broke out early 
in December, la still in active eruption, 
a little to tho north of bhe old crater. 
This mountain is about 2,000 feet high, and 
tho crater about COO feeb deep. A stream 
of lava burst forth from the Bide of the 
mountain and shot aoross a valley, a dia- 
tanco of 500 yards. lb bhen ran a distance 
of fifteen miles down the hills to the sea, and 
in its passage devastated several villages, 
killing aix natives and numberlesa pigs. 
Tho contact of the lava with tho sea cauaod 
a vast column of atoam to riso in the air to 
tt height of 4,500 feet, tho altitude being 
taken wi'h a aoxtant by the officers of 
HM S. D.irt, which was in company with 
tho Karrakatta. Tho ashes from tho vol- 
cano covered tho decks of tho veesela to a 
thickneaa of aovorul inches, ond made mat- 
ters particularly unpleasant. 

Leaving out of consideration the great 
eruption at the hob lakes in New Zealand 
there la no doubt that the upheaval on Am- 
bcyni ialand takea rank aa the moat remark- 
able volcanio diatnrbanoe in the Pacific, A 
abort account was given recently in the 
Colonist, aa received by Admiral Bowden- 
Smith from one of the ahipa of the cquadron. 
On December 18 further particulars were 
received from H.M.S. Dart. Tho writer 
saya : 

" Wo were lying off Dip Point on tho 
moaninc of 16;h October when it broke 
ort. Wo atoorod along the Boutheast 
OTast, and could then bou a donso mass 
of smoke arising near Benbow mountain, 
and could hear a rumbling oound juat liko 
distant thunder. In an hour we wore 
abreast where tho stream of rushing lava 
waa making its woy through tho forest. Aa 
it came on, filling up valleys on its oourao 
towarda tho aea, tho rush and roar became 
louder. Every now and then amidst tho 
dense emoko cauaod by the lava sotting firo 
to everything would ariao a volume of atoam 
as it rushed into tho etreama of water. Tho 
lava Btrean. muat havo travelled eovoral 
miloB before reaching tho sea, which it did 
by 7 a.m., completely sweeping the cliff 
away for abotib thirty yards wide. It 
It rushed into the sea with a tremendous 
roaring and hissing noise, and sent up an 
immense volume of atoam until it reached a 
height of between 5,000 and 6,000 feet. It 
was a grand sight indeed, and as the lava 
rushed into the aea explosion followed ex 
plosion in quick aucoesalon, aending bu^je 
stones and piooeo of rook into the air, 
shooting cut in all directioDS, jaab like bun 
drods of rockets sent up as one. We lay 
within a quarter of a mile of tho spot until 
tho hot water began to bubble np agaicab 
our sblp'a aide, when we moved to a asf^r 
diataoce. The nativea oculd be aeen running 
along the beach terror-atricken, many of tho 
women with infanta atrapped at their back. 
Eighty odd of theae we took on board and 
carried further down the ooaat. During the 
day the aun waa completely obscured, and 
the land, which waa onb a abort distance 
off, was scarcely visible* That day we 
ateamed round Dip Point, and made for the 
other side of the Island, but getting a heavy 
head sea we returned to our anchorage. 
Early the next morning we succeeded In 
steaming right round tho ialand, but could 
nob aeo where tho eruption hdd taken place, 
but paaaed hundreds of dead fiah floating 
on the surface of tho water, and, judging 
by the number wo aiw, I should say thous- 
anda must have been destroyed. Thnrs ia a 
continual fall of volcanio dust and other 
debris going on which ia completely oovor- 
'ng everything. It is feared the natives 
vill bo reduced to a state of starvation 
through tho duat d-atroying all their crops, 
and should the fall continue muoh longer 
all vegetation will be killed from ita 
effects. On the evening of this day we 
proceeded for Port Sandwich, and expori- 
oncod several shocks during the paeaage. 
During tho nighb wo experienced shock after 
hook in quick saooeaaion, some of them 
very violent, causing quite a sickly sensa- 
tion amongst somo of the men. On the 18th 
we ateered for Ambrym ; passed the spot 
whore tho lava had poured into the sea. 
The flow had ceased, but steam waa still 
rieing from the maaa of lava cooling 
in the aun. Where a few days previous a 
Gonaiderable depth of water lay now atood un 
immense apace of aolid lava and rising about 
alx feet above the anrfaoe of the sea. Tho 
ooaat line haa alao fallen into the eoa in 
several places, more cspeoially at Dip Point, 
where the coast line ia now about forty 
yards further back than it was prior to 
the eruption. All this I am afraid will 
have to bo reeurveyod. On tho 20!h a 
party of ciricora and men landtd at 
Dip Point for u march inland. They did 
nob aucceod in ijoeicfi tho pluco of 
eruption, but they camo acrnes etreama of 
lavo oooling, and it wai ovidont that tho 
flow wo saw from tho ship was but a branch 
atroam from tho main Ijody of lava. Wo 
wore glad to got away, for tho ship and 
Ovory lilah on board were smothered in fine 
white Band. Another attempt was made a 
few days later to reach the crater, and 
tho fielda of cooling lava wore 
oroBBod. In places there wore crucka 
several inches wide, and In looking into 
thorn the rod hob lava Could be aeon below 
thn surface. Thia will take weeka to cool 
because of it! great thiokneaa. Several 
stoamplpea were seen formed of lava and 
standing about six feeb high. The trees, 
with lava thickly seb round bhem, were atill 
standing, with lava hanging from their 
branchea liko ao many dead leavea. 
The following day another expedi- 
tion to the crater aet out. They 
paaaed through several villages en route 
and wore anpplled with several guides. The 
journey waa a very trying ono, walking 
over beds of lava nob yet quite cold, over 
hills of ashes and cindera, passing through 
valley after valley, over ridgo after ridge, 
a distance of sixteen mile.'!, until at laat they 
oamo in view of tho long sought orator and 
succeeded in reaching ita mouth, oo aa to 
onablo them to look down it. Tho mouth 
of tho crater, which ia almoat 
round and about throe milea in 
ciroumforonco, is torn away in ono part, 
whore It ia supposed tho lava poured forth. 
Tho fire and smoke came from ono side of 
tho crater only and this explains how they 
were able to gob Ijo close as to 
look into It. Ocoaaionally bhe smoke 
and firo would burab forbh fiercer than 
at other times and exploaiona would follow 
like the orackliog of riflea, throwing 
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oub atonea all round. It was ovidenb 
the aidea were oontinually falling in, so 
widening Ita mcalh and canaioK the explo- 
sions. Ab the bottom, a depth of several 
hundred feet could be aeen the lava in its 
liquid slate. Tho crater is 2,000 feet above 
the level of the sea ; the barometer at start- 
ing was ;iO CO ; at the crater's mouth it was 
20 09 Tho doacent from tho mountain was 
made under even more dlilicultiea than tho 
ascent, and the party grop :d their way 
down in single file in tho darkness, 
night coming on before they had gone far. 
Tho Dart lefti for Pcntoooat ateamiug 
along tho southoaab ooaat cf Ambrym, but 
at a conaiderablo dialunco ao as to eacapo 
the volcanio duet which continued to full aa 
thickly as ever, denao voluniea of smoke 
still ascending from tho volcano and tho 
emoko atrotched away toward Dip Point 
and far out to aea. Ic wou 
a beautifully olour day, and objento were 
plainly vieiblo at a great diatanoe, but tho 
dull grey emoko oloud complotoly obscured 
aomo parte of Ambrym a-jd for a fow miles 
at aeu obliterated tho sky. On bho s'opts 
around about tho voloono oould be seen 
hilla of ashea, tho buu showing tliem up ao 
plainly, looking aa if a heavy snowfall 
had taken place. A fow daya previous 
a trader hud brought us the nowB 
that another lava flow had taken place, and 
a fow very aovore earthquake ahooka hud 
followed. From Pert Sandwich, a distance 
of twelve milep, Ambrym looks like an 
island upon which a heavy fall of anew had 
recently taken place."
